Some 50,000,000 Americans don’t 
have. birth certificates because they 
were born before the states had per- 
fected their . registration  systms. 
Perhaps you’ve forgotten, but in its 
humeration every ten years -(the last 
was 1940), the Census Bureau asks 
th-names, ages, and birthplaces of all 
members of the household. In ‘apply-
